Linn’s. Weekly Stamp News 
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1903 - 


XACTLY thirty-five years ago 
today occurred an event which 
revolutionized travel, communica- 
tions, history and of most import 

to philately, it added another method of 
transport of mails and consequent addi- 
tional thousands of special stamps for 
such service. On the gusty, rainy morn- 
ing of December 17, 1903, Orville 
Wright made the first flight by airplane 
among the dunes at Kitty Hawk, North 
Carolina. The first flight lasted only 
12 seconds but even this was not be- 
lieved and some newspapers when ad- 
vised of the event refused to print the 
story on the grounds that it could not 
be true. Slowly the length of flights 
was increased until in 1908 a flight was 
made by the Wright Brothers from Fort 
Myer, Va., in sight of the capital, last- 
ing an hour. From that time the de- 
velopment of the airplane has been rapid 
until flights of thousands of miles are 
made on regular schedule. 

Stamp collectors first took notice of 
the new means of mail transportation 
in 1911, when flights were made to 
demonstrate the plane as a means of 
mail transport. Such flights were nec- 
essarily very short, rarely covering a 
distance of more than three or four 
miles. Almost invariably postal cards or 
letters would be carried from the field 
where the plane was the main attraction 
of some fair or show, to the nearest 
postoffice. No extra charge was made, 
the promoters gaining their revenue from 
sale of photographs and admissions to 
the field. Carrying the mail was con- 
sidered a good advertising stunt. Neither 
of the Wright brothers appear to have 


ever flown such flights. Starting in 
1911, the U. S. Postmaster General, 
Frank H. Hitchcock, enthusiastically 


supported the experimental flights, pre- 
dicting despite ridicule that sometime 
planes would regularly carry mails. Pilots 
were sworn in as carriers under his 
authority and postmasters frequently 
authorized to establish postal stations 
at the air meets, resulting in a number 
of attractive and interesting special can- 
cellations. Today these early flown 
cards and covers are highly prized as 
few survived the years, and are termed 
tightly “Pioneers.” 

Though the Wright brothers made the 
first flight, there is little on stamps to 
indicate they played such an important 
part in aviation history. Only one stamp 
even mentions their name, a 1932 stamp 
of Latvia issued in such a speculative 
manner that the Scott catalog does not 
Tecognize it. This stamp shows the 1903 
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Wright 


plane in flight with someone, evidently 
meant to represent Orville Wright, at 
the controls. Many other famous aviators 
have appeared on stamps, while many 
others whose names are practically un- 
known are also portrayed. 


Early in the year 1928, suggestions 
had been made that the United States 
commemorate with stamps the approach- 
ing 25th anniversary of the first airplane 
flight, but nothing was planned in this 
regard until later in the year President 
Coolidge upon the authorization of Con- 
gress called an International Civil Aero- 
nautics Conference to be held at Wash- 





ington, Dec. 12, 13 and 14, 1928. That 
the stamps were not decided upon until 
very late is evident by the fact that 
most collectors were unaware of such 
an issue impending until an official 
postal notice was issued on November 
20, only two weeks before the stamps 
were to go on sale. A two-cent stamp 
showing the first Wright plane and a 
5c stamp showing a modern plane were 
prepared. The latter was however not 
designated as an airmail stamp as it 
was intended to be available for either 
foreign ordinary mail or internal airmail 
letters, the rate being 5c for either usage. 
Orville Wright attended as one of the 
delegates to the Conference which drew 
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0 rach of our readers everpubere Linn’s UWlerklp 
Stamp ews extends its sincere wish that this 
Christmas be a tery Berry one and the New Year a 
happy and prosperous twelve months in pbilatelic and 
all other activities each undertakes. 
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in all over 200 delegates from 36 
countries. The delegates met to discuss 
mutual problems in civil aviation and 
to formulate plans for the future. The 
stamps were issued on the first day at 
Washington, at the branch postal station 
located at the scene of the Conference, 
the U. S. Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing. A special machine cancellation was 
in use the entire three days, being ap- 
plied in green ink only; the handstamp 
cancellation being the regular style, but 
also applied in green. Following the 
Conference the delegates on Dec. 17, the 
25th anniversary of the first flight, 
journeyed to North Carolina where in 
their presence a bronze tablet was un- 
veiled commemorating the first flight. 
The tiny post office at Kitty Hawk was 
swamped with souvenier covers, the P. 
O. Dept. supplying a_ special black 
cachet depicting the original flight to 
be applied to all mail sent that day. 
The stamps despite their large size, 
proved fairly popular at post offices when 
sold to the general public, total quan- 
tities issued being 51, 343,300 of the 2c 
and 10,319,700 of the 5c. 

Wilbur Wright did not live to see 
their invention become widely used, 
dying of typhoid in 1912, but Orville 
though he flies no longer, has lived to 
see it become one of the most important 
means of transportation in the world and 
the fastest beyond any question. 

The first distinctive airmail stamp 
issued was that by Italy on May 22, 
1917, for an experimental air mail line 
from Rome to Turin. This country has 
ever since been a prolific producer of 
airmail issues, many of them seeing little 
use on commercial mail. The United

on May 15, 1918, between Washington, 
Philadelphia and New York, issuing a 
24c stamp two days prior to the first 
flight which prepaid not only the air 
fee but special delivery service was given 
as well. The 16c airmail special delivery 
of 1934 was therefore not the first stamp 
to serve as stamp for combined services. 

Since 1918 the number of airmail 
stamps has rapidly increased until each 
year’s issues total in the hundreds. Many 
of the great rarities of the 20th Century 
are to be found among these stamps, 
particularly as many of them were 
provisionally made by overprinting small 
quantities of regular postage stamps. 
Face values also run much higher on 
the average than do the regular postal 
issues, this is in itself tending to make 
many issues scarce. The period of 1918- 
1925 saw many countries inaugurate air- 
mail service, much of it as_ experi- 
mental flights rather than as permanent 
additions to their postal services. Today 
all the principal cities of the world are 
linked by airmail lines, crossing all the 
oceans and cutting transit time for mails 
to a fraction of that required by other 
methods. The United States operates 
the most extensive airmail services, not 
only connecting all the cities of the 
continental U. S., but linking the pos- 
sessions, all the Latin-American republics 
and practically all of the West Indian 
islands. These routes were inaugurated 
principally between 1926 and 1930. 

The future of airmail service seems 
to indicate a radical change as far as 
stamp collectors are concerned. This year 
the British Empire inaugurated a serv- 
ice to some far-flung possessions which 
sends all first-class mail by air at a rate 
of postage for single-weight letters no 
costlier than before for mail going by 
land or sea. The United States in- 
augurated a similar service in 1927 be- 
tween Key West and Havana, Cuba, 
since replaced by another route carrying 
mails at higher rates for ordinary mails. 
It is claimed that if the use of the “all 
up” system inaugurated in the British 
Empire is extended to other countries 
that distinctive stamps for airmail will 
no longer be necessary. France has 
announced it will issue no more airmail 
stamps, stamps of necessary additional 
denominations being added to the series 
in use for ordinary postage. Recently it 
was suggested the United States might 
follow suit. However, it is certain that 
air mail stamps will continue for years 
to be the major portion of new issues.

Essays were made in the ’60s having 
the design printed in reverse on the back 
of a patented tissue paper. The idea 
was that when the stamp was affixed to 
envelope the design was transferred and 
if the paper were peeled off no design re- 
mained on it and consequently such a 
stamp could not be used again. Another 
essay had a white paper treated chemi- 
cally so that it would turn blue when 
dampened. 


The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing moved last month into a new build- 
ing which is actually an annex to the 
main building. The stamp printing divi- 
sion is being transferred to the new 
annex. The annex was dedicated on 
Nov. 18, with Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau officiating. 


Once essays were prepared for U. S. 
stamps printed in inks which would 
change color if the cancellation were re- 
moved by means of water or any other 
liquid. 


When the 6c air mail was printed at 
that recent New York stamp show, ac- 
tually only the red center was printed 
at the exhibit. Sheets with the frame al- 
ready printed on them were imprinted at 
the show on a hand press from center 
plate No. 21850. None of these sheets 
were sold at the show, as of course they 
were not perforated or gummed. It is as- 
sumed that all were destroyed when re- 
turned to Washington, or may have been 
perforated, gummed and included in is- 
sued stock. 


At the Akron Party we were shown by 
Robert Sliger, a Wheeling, W. Va., stamp 
dealer, a copy of the 2c Columbian 
tied to cover with the handstamped can- 
cellation of “Warrenton, Ohio—Oct. 30, 
1892.” This stamp was not issued until 
Jan. 2, 1893, and consequently the like- 
lihood of it being used two months be- 
fore then seems unlikely. The cancel- 
lation is clear and there is not the 
slightest doubt as to it reading 1892. 
If the month were January or February, 
one would jump to the obvious conclu- 
sion the postmaster simply did not 
change his year-date in the canceller 
when 1893 rolled around; but it seems 
unlikely he would use the 1892 date 
either in error or by intent as late as the 
following October. The cover bears the 
return card of the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie Ry. and was apparently just a busi- 
ness letter, as Warrenton was once an 
important junction of the road where 
it comes out of the hills and enters the 
Ohio valley. Who can solve this mys- 
tery? Is it just a cancellation freak or 
was the stamp really used as early as 
October? Production of the Columbians 
started in September, 1892, and it there- 
fore is possible that some may have in 
some manner reached private hands by 
October 30. 





Plate number collectors have been 
worried for fear that plate number copies 
of the Presidential coils and booklet 
panes might not exist. The Bureau on 
the regular sheet stamps moved the 
plate number out farther from the 
stamps so that the perforations would 
not cut the number. The number is 
now 0.14 of an inch from the stamps 
and it was wondered if the numbers on 
coil and booklet plates might be similar- 
ly moved out. If this is done, they will 
be so far from the stamps that even the 
most imperfectly cut coils would not 
contain a portion of the plate number. 
If however the number is kept at its 
present location (0.07”) the usual lower 
third of the number will be found on 
coils cut slightly off-center. H. M. 
Southgate in the Bureau Specialist 
opines that he believes there will be no 
change in coil plate number spacings 
and hence these varieties will still be 
found on coils from top or bottom of 
coil plates. 


Dated precancels on the current 1, 2, 
10, 12 and 15c Canal Zone stamps are 
reported by Benjamin Cadbury, Chair- 
man of the Colonial Issues Committee 
of the B. I. A. in the Bureau Specialist. 
The dated overprint bears initials of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., and is in addi- 
tion to the usual Cristobal precancella- 
tion. 





For the benefit of ultra-ultra-special- 
ists, Third Asst. P. M. G. Black recently 
stated in a letter that it was not planned 
to change either the covers of stamp 
booklets or the paraffin paper used for 
interleaving. Differences in _ paraffin 
paper interleaving would seem to be 
drawing the line pretty fine in special- 
izing. ? 


Note that the 1c Presidential will be 
issued in endwise coil form on January 
27th, thus reviving this particular stamp. 
Previous notes had recalled that when 
the 14%4c Front View Harding was is- 
sued in 1930, that no endwise coils were 
issued then or since of that design. Ap- 
parently there is enough use for such 
a stamp to warrant retaining it among 
varieties issued to coil users.

Have you ever heard of a “Philatelic 
Clinic?” This is an invention in the 
way of stamp club meetings tried out 
with great success by the Garfield- 
Perry Stamp Club of Cleveland, Ohio, 
on the evening of Friday, December 2. 
The idea was to hold in one evening 
a get-together of as many collectors from 
Northern Ohio as possible, with a cup 
being awarded to the club represented 
by the highest percentage of member- 
ship in attendance. A series of four 
minute talks on various subjects of 
philatelic interest were scheduled, each 
speaker exhibiting a frame of stamps 
relating to his topic. Nelson LaGanke, 
who in more serious moments manages 
the Mint Sheet Brokerage, conducted 
the evening program on a very close 
schedule, managing with the aid of a 
gong (a la Major Bowes) to wind up 
only six minutes or so behind schedule. 
Considering that the program included 
12 of the talks, introduction of visiting 
clubs and distinguished visitors, award- 
ing of door prizes, an auction, etc., and 
yet was through before 10 P. M., this 
can be considered as quite a feat. Over 
300 men, women and children were in 
attendance and the high quality and 
level of interest can be judged by their 
all remaining until the end of the pro- 
gram, though there was standing room 
only for many. Seven Northern Ohio 
clubs had 100% of their membership 
in attendance, so a flip of the coin de- 
cided the Brooklyn Y.M.C.A.club the 
winner. To top off the evening refresh- 
ments were distributed and a bourse re- 
mained open until late in the evening. 
While we don’t as a rule review past 
stamp meetings, this one was so un- 
usual in form that we present it as an 
idea for other clubs.

How They Are Seincniisnis 





Often mispronounced is the name for 
our hobby “Philately” and its other two 
forms used so much, “Philatelic” and 
“Philatelist.” The three are words that 
have long been in dictionaries, but which 
are chiefly familiar only to the follow- 
ers of the hobby. Here are the correct 
pronunciations for this trio: 


Philatelic is pronounced as if it were 
spelled “fil-a-tell-ick” with accent on the 
“fil” and “tell”. The first syllable is 
often mispronounced as if it were spelled 

“file.” Im no form of the term is the 
use of the long “i” as in “file” proper. 
The “a” is won pronounced as it is 


in “are.” 


Philatelist is pronounced slightly dif- 
‘erently, the accented portion being the 
second syllable: “fi(ll)-lat-e-list”, the 
“fi” being pronounced as the “fi” in 
“fll” and the “e” as the first “e” in 
“event.” 

Philately is oftenest mispronounced as 
if the second syllable was spelled “late.” 
This syllable should be pronounced as 
the “lat” in “‘Latvia”. Here it is as it 
should sound, “fi(Il)-lat-e-lee.” The “fi” 
and “e” are pronounced the same as in 
shilatelist and the accent is on the sec- 
ond syllable.

Indian Official Stamps 





The stamps of India overprinted 
“SERVICE” are for use on official mail 
and the single word is a sort of abbrevi- 
ation of the full expression only occas- 
ionally seen on envelopes and generally 
abbreviated to “O. H. M. S.”—“On His 
Majesty’s Service.” According to the 
rules of the post office in India, govern- 
ment officials may requisition needed 
supplies of the stamps from the treas- 
ury divisions, and they may be used only 
on official mail. For the benefit of col- 
lectors who wish to obtain them unused, 
every treasury branch will sell them at 
face value in a quantity of not less than 
6 Rupees and 8 annas worth at a time, 
with an additional charge of 4%4% over 
the face value being made. Why this 
extra charge is made, when the stamps 
may not be used by their purchasers 
is not explained.

Sources of Early Designs 





Some interesting pages can be made 
in a U. S. collection by mounting old 
paper currency (broken bank bills) and 
other engraved pieces with stamps por- 
traying the same design. The December 
American Philatelist illustrates the dis- 
covery of Howard A. Lederer that a $1.00 
bank note of the North Western Bank 
of Warren, Pa., of 1861 bears the same 
locomotive illustration as that on the 3c 
1869. Sometimes, in fact frequently, the 
central subjects on stamps are modifi- 
cations of stock dies used by the en- 
graving companies on bank notes and 
other valuables of the period. Some 
interesting combinations are occasion- 
ally found on these old notes. 


Convicted in Fraud 


Someone is always reporting a U. S. 
stamp in an “error” of color, and we 
have never yet heard of one of these 
reports proving correct. A North Da- 
kota jury recently convicted a doctor 
on a charge of applying a green tinting 
to a sheet of blue 16c airmail special 
delivery stamps to increase their value 
to stamp collectors. The description of 
just how he hoped to profit is vague 
as it appears he merely changed the color 
of paper and ink to green, an “error” 
which would or should fool no one. The 
doctor was sentenced to five years im- 
prisonment. 


New Philippines Ordered 


The Philippines have ordered 125,000 
of the 20 centavos Special Delivery over- 
printed “Commonwealth.” This leaves 
only the Due stamps not having this 
overprint. When new supplies are need- 
ed of the Dues these too will undoubted- 
ly be overprinted.

A discussion of Stamp Collecting and Stamp Dealing from the 
Busmess angle by the Managing Editor.

THE NEW KENMORE CATALOG 


For the next couple months the stamp papers 
will be full of advertisements offering the new 
1939 KenMore Catalogue of British Colonial 
Stamps. No one knows better than we do that 
this new book will be a real catalogue. The 
success of the first edition issued early this 
year has led Mr. Jarvis to branch out even 
farther than was originally intended and to 
produce a real catalogue of the British Colonial 
stamps. More and more, stamp dealers are 
becoming specialists just as collectors have 
become. For some time past there have been 
indications of this and in the past few years 
there have been issued specialized catalogues 
of various countries. These catalogues have 
been prepared by dealers who have had ex- 
cellent stocks of the different countries featured. 
We know that in this respect, the various 
small catalogues have been welcomed by those 
collectors who are specialists in the countries 
so covered and that dealers who have been 
instrumental in supplying such catalogues have 
profited thereby. 

The world is most too big to cover it all in 
a thorough manner and The KenMore Stamp 
Co., have picked British Colonials as _ their 
“meat.” In producing this catalogue they 
naturally run into all kinds of situations which 
have to be confronted by anyone who attempts 
such a task. These matters have all been 
ironed out in a satisfactory manner and this 
is evidenced by the fact that this big new 
catalogue which will run between 250 and 300 
pages is to be given away free. It is a dollar 
catalogue in every way, yet is to be given free 
to every collector who sends only 25c in 1, 2 
and 3c stamps for a years subscription to the 
KenMore Kollector, the house organ of the 
KenMore Stamp Company, and which is a 
monthly publication full of news and prices 
on the newest and the older British Colonial 
Stamps. 

Mr. Jarvis has announced January 2, as the 
date for publication. This of course means a 
lot of work for the printer and it will be our 
endeavour to meet this date as closely as 
possible altho delay in getting many of the 
cuts and getting many little points ironed out 
leaves no time to waste. 

On December 1, preceeding the Garfield-Perry 
Jamboree on the night before the big Akron 
meet, we met in Cleveland with Mr. Jarivs, his 
wife and three of the ladies of the KenMore 
Stamp Company who have been most respon- 
sible for the production of this new catalogue. 
Clara Beilman had the task of preparing the 
copy of which there are nearly 750 pages. In 
this work she was assisted by Ruth Fisher and 
Juanita Cockman. Mr. Jarvis is fortunate to 
have gathered together a group of women who 
have become as keen on their stamps as are 
many of the most advanced collectors and we 
would fail in the truth if we did not state that 
everyone of these ladies con count herself for- 
tunate for being associated with Ernie Jarvis. 

Our task at Cleveland was to arrange the 
final details for the production of the catalogue. 
This year it is to be illustrated with several 
hundred pictures of the later issues and also 
over 600 illustrations of surcharges and over- 
prints as shown on British Colonial issues. The 
task of preparing these hundreds of cuts and 
sorting them into their proper countries was 
a tremendous one, yet a simple one for 
LINPR as they do almost exclusively 
Philatelic Printing and know their stamps. For 
any other printer, unfamiliar with stamps, this 
would have become a nightmare that would 
have lasted for days and days. 

With all the last details arranged and every- 
thing set to go, the catalog is now in course 
of production, some forms being already printed 
and others going through in their order. The 
catalogue for next year will doubtless grow 
larger and as for details about it, we shall have 
to leave that for Mr. Jarvis.

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Tom Mooney On 
Spanish Stamp 


Possibly the most surprising portrait 
to appear on a stamp issued this year 
is that of Tom Mooney, now serving a 
life sentence in California. The new 
stamp was issued by the autonomous 
Catalan government at Barcelona, Spain. 
The Catalonians issued three 10c stamps 
at the same time, all in brown, the 
New York Times reports, the other two 
picturing Edgar Andre, and Romain Rol- 
land. Andre was a communist convicted 
and executed in 1936 by Germany on 
evidence generally not accepted. Rol- 
land is a French writer, still living, who 
won the Nobel Prize for literature in 
1915 and at last reports was working on 
a drama of the French Revolution. 
Mooney’s story is a familiar one, threat- 
ening at times to become an American 
counterpart of France’s famed Dreyfus 
Case. Convicted on evidence since prov- 
en in part at least to have been per- 
jured, of complicity in bombing a 1916 
Preparedness Day parade in San Fran- 
cisco, his repeated efforts to obtain a 
retrial and vindication have made his 
case one of the most familiar ones in 
American history. A labor leader, his 
cause has been championed by his pres- 
sent day successors and the governor- 
elect of California has stated he would 
pardon Mooney upon taking office. 
Whether this would end the efforts for 
vindication is not certain but certainly 
1938 will be recalled by philatelists as 
the year in which by an unusual chain 
of circumstances the two living Ameri- 
cans to be portrayed on a stamp would 
be the President and a convict. 


Veteran Makes “Paintings” 
With Used Stamps 





A form of art seldom appreciated by 
stamp collectors is the hobby of August 
J. Naue, a patient at the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Facility, No. 81, in the 
Bronx, N. Y. Mr. Naue is bed ridden 
and has been for the past six years. 
Lying flat on his back he makes “paint- 
ings” from used postage stamps, cutting 
up thousands of them to make one pic- 
ture. His latest production consumed 
nine and a half months and 21,000 can- 
celled stamps valued at $150. It por- 
trays a monument to a soldier of the 
Philippine Insurrection in a tropical set- 
ting with former buddies of Mr. Naue 
in the foreground. The picture is 22x18 
inches and was reproduced in an article 
in the National Tribune recently which 
A. McMaster of Athol, Mass., clipped 
and mailed us.

“Philatelic Mail’ 





The safest way to guard against 
smudge cancellations is to mark plainly 
on the cover or parcel “philatelic mail.” 
Of course the question is asked why 
such a notation is necessary. It should 
not be necessary but it is suggested as 
a safe procedure in order to be absolute- 
ly sure of good cancellations. Cancel- 
lations should never be made so as to 
ruin the postage stamp completely. 
Registered mail as well as other mail 
should never be smudged. The Post 
Office Department does require good 
cancellations in every case. 

Several pieces of mail with the stamps 
terribly mutilated by a “besmudged” 
process found their way into the hands 
of some Post Office Department officials 
and the result has been reprimands and 
new orders to be more careful in making 
all cancellations. In the past few years 
since Postmaster James Farley has been 
in office, this has been remedied to a 
large extent because the administration 
has become philatelic conscious. 

If collectors will write on their mail 
“philatelic mail” then there can be no 
excuse for poor cancellations. Many 
collectors use high values of stamps on 
both registered, airmail, and special de- 
livery mail and there is quite a loss to 
the collector when they are handled 
carelessly. 

A friendly chat with a clerk will prob- 
ably help more than all the special 
markings and angry reports to the post- 
master. After all the clerk is trying to 
do the best he knows how. Perhaps he 
would like to be a collector too, if he 
was informed.

Old Type Bureau Survey 





About two years have passed since 
the Bureau Coil Pair Statistics Com- 
mittee of the Chicago Precancel Club 
started its work on a survey of coil pairs 
for the purpose of determining their rel- 
ative scarcity. Through the splendid 
co-operation of the rank and file we 
succeeded in tabulating 95% of the most 
important collections. The result which 
has been published in the philatelic 
papers was very satisfactory, and today 
we can almost measure the value of a 
coil pair. 

Up until now there has been no survey 
made of old type bureaus for singles. 
With the rebirth of interest in the bureau 
classics, a new committee has been 
formed called “The Bureau Print Statis- 
tics Committee”. The committee is con- 
sidering a new survey on old type singles 
including experimentals, and the better 
obsolete B-11’s, for the purpose of deter- 
mining their relative scarcity. 

To stimulate special interest the com- 
mittee will donate at least twenty-five 
worthwhile prizes of bureaus and a few 
gold coins. Any bureau collection with 
over 300 varieties is eligible. The result 
will be published and every participant 
will receive a complete tabulation. 

Needless to say such a survey would 
be very beneficial to the whole bureau 
hobby, and would answer hundreds of 
questions where we are in the dark 
today. For example: which is scarcer: 
A Saginaw B2, Kokomo B2, Athol error, 
Trenton B4, Schuylerville B102, Okla- 
homa B1, Harrisburg B122, or Columbia 
B124, etc., etc., etc.?

Provisional Ecuador Air 


The SEDTA (Sociedad Ecuatoriana 
de Transportes Aereos) company are re- 
ported by Perrone & Campana of Guaya- 
quil to have placed on sale at the post- 
office attached to their establishment, 
1,000 provisional stamps for use on their 
inland air service between Guayaquil 
and the capital, Quito. The company 
appears to have produced the issue, 
rather than the government, so these 





will probably not be catalogued except 
by those catalogs recognizing semi-of- 
ficials like the SCADTAS of Colombia. 
The basic stamp used was the 3c blue 
Ecuador government issue of the type 
illustrated without overprint, to which 
was applied the red surcharge in three 
lines “AEREO—SEDTA—0.65.” No 
advance notice was given of the new 
issue and all were sold on the first day 
and though the value is apparently 
needed no further supply is reported. 

Our correspondents also inform us 
the Anti-Cancer stamp was to be used 
one week as a compulsory tax stamp. 
Face value was to be 5 centavos. 





® An unusual variety, caused apparent- 
ly by damage to the plate, appears on 
the New Zealand 1935 2 shilling stamp. 
A small spot below the second “O” of 
“COOK” makes the name appear as 
“COQK”. It occurs in a stamp in the 
top row of sheets. 


@ Though the Australian postal depart- 
ment did not issue a special stamp for 
the Melbourne stamp show in Septem- 
ber, they did have a special registered 
letter label. These do not pay postage 
but are affixed to all registered letters 
and bear name of office of origin. 


® One British Colonial official who 
found so much of his time taken up 
preparing covers, etc., for collectors has 
gone into the stamp business apparently 
taking the view that he should get 
something for all the time outside his 
official duties he must devote to these 
requests.

then surcharged these stamps for use 
in her colonies. The next to fall into 
line was Monaco who also realized the 
advantages of such a noble and non- 
controversial excuse for a new series of 
stamps, offering their own design for the 
commemorative. And then Cuba came 
along going Monaco one better and mak- 
ing its issue even more of a rarity by 
borrowing not only the idea from France 
but the design as well. The foregoing 
series of coincidences has caused con- 
siderable discussion here in New York 
and a certain amount of unkind com- 
ment. The stamps actually are part of 
a scheme to raise funds for anti-cancer 
activities throughout the world, head- 
quarters of the league being in Paris. 





One of the most informative little 
books on the history of the postal serv- 
ice has just reached our desk. It is 
entitled “A Brief History of the United 
States Postal Service,” and was pub- 
lished by the Post Office Department. 
It traces the history of the postal serv- 
ice from its beginnings in the reign of 
Louis XI of France to the present day. 
The pamphlet is written in a very in- 
teresting style, and covers the entire 
field with no superfluous verbiage. 


Republic of Hatay 





In September, as a result of a plebi- 
scite, the Sandjak of Alexandrette be- 
came the Republic of Hatay. This dis- 
trict was originally a part of the villayet 
(province) of Cilicia of the Turkish 
Empire, but following the World War 


was mandated along with Syria to 
France. Increasing friction between the 
Turkish Republic and Syria led to the 
holding of a plebiscite to determine 
future status of the city and its sur- 
rounding territory. As a result of the 
voting the district has these boundaries: 
on the south bounded by Latakia, on 
the east by Syria and on the north by 
Turkey. Its western shores are on the 
Gulf of Alexandretta and the Mediter- 
ranean. The country averages from 30 
to 50 miles wide and has a coastline 
of approximately 75 miles. There is 
some dispute over what kind of postage 
stamps are to be used, the first and 
only issue being Syrian stamps over- 
printed “Sandjak d’ Alexandrette” and 
these were reported nearly exhausted 
two months ago. The only other city 
of importance is that of Antioch, famous 
in religious history as where the term 
“Christian” was first used. Alexand- 
rette itself is the terminal city of a 
branch of the Cilicia-Iraq railroad and 
long has been the port of Alep(po), 
Syria. So, philately has gained a new 
country to the ever-larger catalogue list- 
ings.
